Verdict on First Ballot 
Termed ‘Just’ by 
Judge, ‘Travesty’ by 
Red — All Remain 
Free on Bail. 


Five Communists convicted 
yesterday ef ‘conspiring to advo- 
cate forcible overthrow of. the 
Government will be sentenced 
Friday in United States District 
Judge Roy W. Harper’s court. 
The maximum penalty is five 
years in prison and a $10,000 
fine. 

A jury of 11 men and one 
woman who had heard a record 
46 days of testimony required 
only two hours and 15 minutes 
of deliberation to return a guil- 
ty verdict against William Sent- 
ner, Robert Manewitz, James F.

Judge Harper told the jury: 

“In the court’s humble opinion, 

the verdict is a just one.”

Remain Free on Bail. 


Judge Harper allowed the con- 
victed Communists their freedom 
on bail until Friday, when he 
will hear defense motions for 
judgment of acquittal or a new 
trial. 

When word was received late 
yesterday that the jury* had 
reached a verdict, hopeful smiles 
lit the faces of the defendants 
and their attorneys, with the ex- 
ception of Sentner, who contin- 
ued to look glum. 

Sydney L. Berger, defense at- 
torney,. expressed the. opinion 
the brevity of the jury’s deliber- 
ations might mean an acquittal. 
Jokes and banter were exchanged 
across the table where the Com- 
munists and their lawyers sat. 

The jury took its place and 
the foreman, Nelson L. Bay of 
Pacific, Mo., handed the verdict 
to the court clerk, who an- 
nounced Guilty, as charged” 
for each defendant. 

Smiles left the faces of the 
Communists. Mrs. Forest’s eyes 
became moist. The others re- 
mained impassive. About 50 
spectators heard the verdict in 
silence. Only the scramble of 
reporters to, get to telephones 
broke the silence in the court- 
room. 

Judge Thanks Jury. 

Judge Harper turned to the 
jury and said: 

“May I express to you my 
deep appreciation for the service 
you rendered. It's been long 
and tiresome at times, but you 
have seen American justice—as 
founded and set up by our Con- 
stitution—at work, and you have 
taken your place in it. 

“Of course, you could not be 
properly paid in dollars and 
cents for the work you have per- 
formed, but you can remember 
to your dying day that you were 
able te to pass out justice, 

“In the court’s humble opinion, 
the verdict is a just one.

WASHINGTON, May 29 (UP) 
— Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, said today 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy's 
suggestion to federal workers to 
defy the President and give him 


secret information would destroy 
the nation’s security. 

Symington spoke as McCarthy 
appeared willing to battle the 
whole Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. The Wisconsin Republican 
invited Government employes to 
furnish him information despite 
presidential directives. 

“This is the decision,” said 
Symington, who tangled with 
McCarthy yesterday in the Sen- 
ate Investigating subcommittee. 

It's developing inte a clear-cut 
issue as to the positions of the 
executive and legislative 
branches.” 

“You just couldn’t run our 
Defense Department under Me- 
Carthy's rules,” said Symington, 
a former Secretary of the Air 
Force. From the standpoint of 
the Defense Department, you 
just wouldn’t have any Ameri- 
can. security.” 

Defies White House. 

But McCarthy renewed his ap- 
peal for information in the tele- 
vised hearings yesterday in the 
face of a White House statement 
that anyone who sought to over- 
ride presidential secrecy orders 
was trying “to set himself above 
the laws of our land.” 

McCarthy said he intends to 
get information about Commu- 
nism and corruption from any- 
one he can, and he ptomised to 
protect | his informants “to the 
ullest.” 


Acting Chairman Karl E. 
Mundt (Rep.), backed McCarthy. 
Mundt said most congressional 
investigations start from classi- 
fied information leaked from 
Government employes and he 
doesn’t care if President Eisen- 
hower did call it reprehensible. 

“That's the way you play the 
game,” Mundt told reporters. 

Mr. Eisenhower told a press 
conference May 12 that it was 
reprehensible for any officer or 
civilian to give away information 
involving national security. 

“I don't mind if President 
Eisenhower calls it reprehen- 
sible,” said Mundt. “If I were 
President Eisenhower I'd do 
psig, beat I could to stop it. 

I’m down here (in Congress) and 
I do all I can to get it.” 

Mundt said every Senator has 
friends in government who fur- 
nish him information.

TAIPEH, Formosa, May 29 
(AP)—Air raid sirens signaled 


tionalist China today. Defense 
authorities said radar screens 
picked up a flight of unidenti- 
fied planes over the Formosa 
channel. 

The planes were reported to 
have been in the vicinity of the 
Pescadores, strategic islands off 
the lower end of west-central 
Formosa. 

Most residents of Taipeh 
thought the alarm was a test be- 
cause they had been told recent- 
ly that a test was planned. 

The alert lasted about an 
hour. 

Formosa never has been at- 
tacked by Communist aircraft 
although it is less than 150 
miles across Formosa straits. 
Defense precatutions have been 
stepped up in recent weeks, 
however, following a series of 
air and naval skirmishes off the 
China coast. 

Today's air raid alarm prompt- 
ed a spate of rumors in Manila 
which even had Formosa under- 
going an atom-bomb attack. 

(United Press said American 
installations in the Philippines 
had a yellow or preliminary 
alert.) 


BODY OF MURDERED WAVE 
FOUND IN CHESAPEAKE BAY 


POINT LOOKOUT, Md., May 
29 (AP)—The body of Irene Ma- 
rion Conole, a 26-year-old Wave 
from Rochester, N.Y., was found 
half-submerged in the water to- 
day at this southern Maryland 
town on the Chesapeake bay. 
Sheriff Willard Long sald she 
had been murdered. 

Officers found a broken soft- 
drink bottle near the body on 
Hayes beach. There were three 
deep gashes in the girl's fore- 
head. An autopsy was ordered, 
but Sheriff Long said this was 
mainly to determine whether 
she was killed and thrown into 
the water or drowned after be- 
ing beaten. 

Miss Conole was a seaman 
apprentice, stationed at Patux- 
ent, 15 miles from where her 
body was found. She left the 
station at 4 p.m. yesterday on 
weekend liberty. She lived in 
the Wave barracks. 

Sheriff Long said she Was in 
civilian dress. He said torn and 
bloodied underclothing were 
found nearby. He added that an 
examination would be made to 
determine whether she had been 
criminally assaulted.

Washington Said te 
Have Ruled on Deal. 
ings at Geneva for 
Captive Americans, 


GENEVA, May 29 (AP)}—~The 
United States delegation was re- 
ed today to have received 
orders from Washington ruling 
out direct talks with the Chinese 
Communists at Geneva for re- 


lease of Americans held in 


China. 

It was understood Under Sec- 
retary of State Walter Bedell 
Smith, head of the American 
delegation at the Geneva con- 
ference, had asked the State De- 
partment for instructions in this 
matter. a 

In view of the reported‘ reply, 
the United States is expected to 
ask the British here to continue 
efforts on its behalf for release 
of at least 71 Americans either 
imprisoned in China or refused 
exit visas. 

American officials here re. 
cently made such r. 
through the British but the 
nese turned them down, insist- 
ing on direct negotiations. 

Reds Insist on Direct Talks. 

The United States does not 
recognize the Peiping regime 
and has consistently refused to 
talk with Red China's represen- 
tatives at the Geneva confer. 


ence. . 
An official Chinese spokesman 
yesterday insisted that the 
United States make the first 
move for direct negotiations. 
Of more than 100 Americans 
known to be jn China, on the 
China mainiand, 36 eivilians 
have been jailed on alleged vio- 
lation of Chinese law and at 
least 18 have been refused exit 
visas.

It said that as of last April 30, 
there were 5242 Chinese in the 
United States on student visas 
but that since 1951 only 120 have 
been refused permission to leave 
because of security reasons. 
“Since April 1949,” the state- 
ment said, “the United States 
Government has given financial 
assistance to 3642 Chinese stu- 
dents in the United States—this 
with no strings attached, so far 
as their departure from the 
United States was concerned.” 
The statement said the ‘tover- 
whelming majority” of Chinese 
students who were in the United 
States when the Communists 
took over the China mainland 
chose not to return to their 
homeland.

3 Communist Party 
Leaders Arrested at 
Underground Meeting 
in New York, Others 
in Connecticut. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP) 
~The Government today seized 
seven more Communist party 
leaders on charges of conspiring 
to advocate the overthrow of the 
Government by force and vio- 
lence, 

The Justice Department and 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion said in a joint statement 
that the seven were arrested in 
New York City and West Hart- 
ford and New Haven, Conn. 

The FBI said three were ar- 
rested by special agents who 
— today interrupted the pro- 
ceedings of a secret under - 
ground meeting of Communist 
party leaders in New York City. 

Arrested at the meeting were 
Simon Silverman, 38 years old, 
who the FBI said is known in 
the Communist party under- 
ground as Sid Taylor; Robert C. 
2 48, and Jacob Goldring, 

The others arrested were 
identified as: 

Joseph Dimam, 34, New 
Haven, Conn., who the FBI 
said reportedly has held the 
position of secretary of the 
Communist party in New 
Haven. 

Alfred Leo Marder, 32, New 
Haven, who the FBI said has 
held the position of chairman 
of the New Haven section of 
the Communist party. 

Sidney Sussman Resnick, 32, 
New Haven, who the FBI said 
has described himself as 
chairman of the Labor Youth 
League of Connecticut, which 
has been termed by the at- 
torney general as a subversive 
organization. 

James Sherman Tate, 43, 
Hartford, who the FBI said 
has been a member of the 
Connecticut state committee 
of the Communist party. 

The FBI said that including 
the seven arrests today a total 
of 109 Communist party offi- 
cials and functionaries have 
been arrested since July 1948. 

The seven were charged with 
violating the Smith Act, the 
law under which a number of 
top and second-string Commu- 
nist leaders already have been 
convicted. 

The FBI said Silverman, 
Ekins and Goldring were lead- 
ers in the Communist party in 
Connecticut and have been 
holding secret meetings in New 
York City to avoid detection. 
Silverman and Ekins have been 
in the Communist party under- 
ground for several months, the 
FBI said, and their whereabouts 
had been unknown even to their 
close friends. 

The FBI said its agents per- 
mitted the secret party meeting 
to get under way at 38 Broad- 
way in a third-floor rented art 
studio before interrupting it to 
make the arrests. 

The FBI said Silverman, 
Ekins and Goldring had pro- 
ceeded to the meeting place 
separately, using various evasive 
tactics to avoid detection. 


20 RUBBISH CREWS IGNORE

travesty of justice in every sense 
of the word. 

“This verdict could be arrived 
at only because of the calculated 
atmosphere of McCarthyism 
spread throughout the land and 
poisoning all the aspects of the 
people’s lives, including, as we 
have seen here, even the courts. 

“Let the people remember this 
verdict and see in it a warning 
to all resist this thought con- 
trol—McCarthyism—before our 
country is dragged down to open 
fascism and a new war patterned 
after Hitlerism.” 


The defendants were indicted 
Sept. 24, 1952, for violation of 
the Smith Act. Their trial, long- 
est ever held in federal court 
here, began Jan. 25. The Gov- 
ernment was represented by La- 
fayette E. Broome, as chief coun- 
sel, and B. Franklin Taylor and 
William D. English, all assistants 
to the United States Attorney 
General. 


Unlike trials of Communists 
in other parts of the country, 
the proceedings here were 
marked with a minimum of out- 
bursts in the courtroom, a con- 
dition attributed to the firm con- 
trol which Judge Harper kept 
over defense and prosecution 
attorneys. 

Sentner’s Career. 


Sentner has been active in 
the Communist party here since 
the early 1930s and has held 
many offices in the state or- 
ganization, including member- 
ship on the state board.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The chief obstacle to a successful 
international peace policy is un- 
doubtedly the paralysis of the Secu- 
rity Council by the veto power of a 
single permanent member. 


In every nation with a home and 
colonial population in excess of 100. 
000,000 were given a permanent seat 
in the Security Council, instead of 
five great powers, we would have 
six: The United States, Soviet Union, 
Britain, France, China and India. 


Then we would no longer need the 
veto: a vote of four to two would be 
sufficient. since no special view- 
point would have less than two rep- 
resentatives. We would have two 
Anglo-American powers, two Sino- 
Soviet powers, two Eurafrican co- 
lenial powers and two non-Christian 
Asian powers. 

There would also be no prepond- 
erance of any of these special view- 
points, for to win a point any one 
of these groups would have to win 
over at least two other nations. 


Such a structure in the Security 
Council would compe! all six powers 
te exercise moderation, conciliation 
and co-operation, as against intran- 
sigence, isolation, big talk and ex- 
céssive demands. The U.N. machin- 
ery could work as democratically as 
A national parliament. Even nations 
inclined to aggression would achieve 
more if they worked within the U.N. 
as collaborators rather than outside 
as trouble-makers.

Promising TVA Choice 
Samuel B. Morris, general manager of the 

Los Angeles Department of Water and Power, 
is by far the best man President Eisenhower has 
considered appointing chairman of TVA. As 
‘The New York Times says editorially, the 
President could not find a better successor” for 
Gordon R. Clapp, whose term as chairman has 
expired, “than Mr. Clapp himself.” Mr. Clapp 
has now been appointed a deputy administrator 
of the City of New York. Mr. Morris lacks Mr. 
Clapp's 21 years’ experience with TVA but there 
can be no question of his qualifications as an 
administrator in the power field. 

TVA is, of course, considerably more than a 
power agency, and it becomes increasingly neces- 
sary to keep that fact in mind as its power 
operations expand. Several of its purposes in ad- 
dition to the production of power are in the 
general realm of water-control, where Mr. Mor- 
ris qualifies as an expert. 

TVA wants not only to produce electricity but 
also to put it to the best service of the most 
people. TVA is responsible for promoting soil 
conservation, including the development of fer- 
tilizers. It is charged with aiding navigation and 
the control of floods and with forest develop- 
ment. Its chairman therefore needs to be more 
a capable administrator, with a broad social con- 
sciousness, than a technical specialist. There are 
plenty of technical specialists in TVA, but un- 
less the three directors supply the conscience 
and the vision—the Chairman particularly— 
those qualities will not be supplied. 

Mr. Morris's views on all these subjects are 
therefore pertinent. The President has invited 
the Californian to a conference and is said to 
be prepared to offer him the post. Mr. Morris's 
friends are said to feel that there is about as 
much chance he will refuse as there is that 
he will accept. He is receiving double the 
$15,000 salary the TVA chairmanship pays, 
but will be subject to automatic retirement a 
year from next Sept. 1 at the age of 65, and 
will be eligible for pension this Oct. 1. The 
salary objection might therefore be overcome, 
but there is the further consideration that Mr. 
Morris is loath to leave California. 

Whether Mr. Morris accepts or proves ac- 
ceptable, it is an encouraging sign that the Presi- 
dent is considering a man with affirmative 
qualifications for the job. And it is much to be 
hoped that the chairmanship will be filled as 
expeditiously as thoroughness allows. The post 
has been vacant since May 18, and the agency 
is operating with only two directors. That is 
not good for TVA, nor is the uncertainty as to 
who—or what kind of person—will eventually 
be appointed to head the agency. 
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First in Missouri 

Along the health front in Missouri this week 
perhaps the most important event took place in 
Richland, a pleasant town of some 1200 persons 
in Pulaski county. Richland became the first 
community in Missouri to fluoridate its water. 

It was an historie occasion. Dr. James R. 
Amos, director of the State Division of Health, 
threw the switch that placed the fluoridation 
system in operation. And from that moment 
Richland’s children began enjoying its benefits. 

Richland children who drink fluoridated water 
continuously from birth through 12 years will 
suffer up to 65 per cent fewer decayed and 
missing teeth. The scientists tell us, moreover, 
that this partial immunity to dental decay lasts 
throughout life. Richland has made one of the 
best public health investments that is in the 
power of any community to make. 

Although Richland is unique in this respect 
in Missouri, more than 700 other American com- 
munities with more than 18,000,000 people are 
fluoridating. The time will come, of course, 
when Missouri will begin to catch up on a bene- 
fit being enjoyed in other areas of the country. 
The pity is that the state has been so backward. 

But the question now is which Missouri com- 
munity will be first to follow Richland’s lead. 
Will it be St. Louis, where the only bar is favor- 
able action in the Board of Aldermen? Will it be 
Kirkwood, the only city in St. Louis county which 
could fluoridate at once by virtue of the fact it 
operates its own water system? Surely swift, 
favorable action is indicated in both places. 
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Playboy on a Powderkeg 

Indochina’s dangers could be measurably 
eased by a dedicated and hard-working leader, 
and Bao Dai, chief of state of Viet Nam, is 
therefore being urged to return to his native 
country from Switzerland and become that kind 
of leader. So reports Marguerite Higgins from 
Saigon. There is, says Miss Higgins, much that 
Bao Dai could do. 

He could strive to unify the political factions 
of his government; at least two minor officials 
are reported barely speaking to each other. He 
could rectify the mistake he made in appointing 
in absentia a new police chief with terrorist con- 
nections, whose selection, Miss Higgins reports, 
has caused “profound unease’ among the popu- 
lation of Viet Nam and “shock” among its allies. 

Is Bao Dai the kind of man who is likely to 
live up to such expectations? His entire record 
affords little support for any such hope. The 
West has been unfortunate in the political lead- 
ers with whom it has worked in the Far East. 
Chiang Kai-shek in China was dictatorial and in- 
transigent, as Syngman Rhee in Korea is after 
him. Bao Dai's unfortunate characteristics are 
different from these, but it is a toss-up whether 
they are less unfortunate. He is a person of 

exceptional intelligence who chooses not to exer- 
cise it for the good of his country—a playboy, 
cynic, and opportunist. 

Before the Second World war, when the French 
controlled Indochina, Bao Dai was their protege 
as emperor of Annam. When the Japanese took 
over the country he became their protege. After 
the surrender of the Japanese, the Communist 
Ho Chi Minh overthrew Bao Dai, who thereupon 
became Ho Chi Minh's protege. Now Bao Dai is 
the protege of the anti-Communist West. One 
time or another, he has been everybody's pro- 
tege and nobody's friend. 

Between leaving Ho and forming his alliance 
with the free West, Bao Dai suffered poverty in 
exile at Hong Kong, and in China and France. 
Since then, he has taken measures to hedge 
against any recurrence of that experience. He 
has enormous gambling concessions in Saigon 
from which he reaps a large income. The two 
main gambling houses in the Saigon-Cholon area 
are controlled by a sort of Indochinese Ku Klux 
Klan called the Binh Xuyen. This is a para-mili- 
tary organization and is feared because, says 
Miss Higgins, those who cross it are apt to be 
found dead. The man whom Bao Dai has ap- 
pointed police chief at Saigon, to such general 
consternation, is a member of the Binh Xuyen 
named Lau Huu Sang. 

Through these twin worlds of diplomacy and 
vice moves the none-too-white hope of the West, 
Bao Dai—small, delicately-made, soft-looking, but 


with admittedly the best mind in Indochina. His 
conversation is polished, intelligent, noncommit- 
al. He likes to hunt big game. He spends about 
half his time in France with his family, and dur- 
ing the limited time he resides in Indochina at 
all he lives in the resort towns in the mountains, 
altogether removed from the people. At present 
he is installed at Evian, near Geneva. 

It is not pleasant to contemplate so much in- 
adequacy in a man upon whom so much depends. 
But not to contemplate it would be unwise in- 
deed. As earlier in China, and as in Korea now, 
the most hopeful development would be the rise 
of a new, democratic and dedicated leadership. 
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A Personal Conflict 

Two of the: truly fundamental questions in- 
volved in the Army-McCarthy investigatior stood 
forth in brilliant clarity at Friday’s session. 

First, the hearing once more made :adispu- 
tably plain the fact that Senator McCarthy is 
not challenging only a few Army civilians, but 
President Eisenhower. This came out when the 
Senator, in one of those “slips of the tongue” 
for which he is famous, implied that President 
Eisenhower, in contrast with Calvin Coolidge, is 
not a Republican president. It came out more 
importantly in his dispute with the White House 
over what he called the duty“ of Government 
employes to act as his informants. 

On this question the White House is entirely 
right. It is the executive branch which has the 
sole responsibility for enforcement of the laws, 
including laws which protect the national securi- 
ty. Members of Congress have the undoubted 
right of investigation into the Executive branch, 
but that does not include any right to subvert 
the respect which Government employes them- 
selves owe to laws and presidential orders. 

When an employe violates security regulations 
by disclosing classified information, whether to 
Senator McCarthy or anybody else, he is violat- 
ing law and the orders of his superior. Nothing 
that Senator McCarthy can say can bring this 
sort of conduct under the umbrella of the con- 
gressional right of investigation, and it is good 
to see the White House setting him straight in 
unqualified language. 

The Senator made something else very plain 
on Friday—the habit he has of confusing himself 
with the Senate committee which he heads. 
When he was first asked to produce committee 
files bearing on work allegedly done by Pvt. 
Schine after being inducted into the Army, he 
refused unless he was subpenaed. The commit- 
tee files are not his personal property, but he 
behaved as if they were, and so forced the com- 
mittee into the strange expedient of having to 
subpena its own records. 

So the picture each week becomes clearer— 
the picture of a ruthless Senator who regards 
the powers of the legislative branch as personal 
powers, and who uses them for a personal con- 
test with the Chief Executive. 
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T. R.’s Canal Needs Widening 


Fifty years ago this month, President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt’s dream came alive. The United 
States began construction of the Panama Canal, 
a venture the one-time Rough Rider regarded 
as so urgent that in the whole range of our in- 
ternational relations he saw “nothing of greater 
or more pressing importance.” 

T. R. considered the canal essential to national 
defense, and World War II proved him right. 
We entered that war with a one-ocean Navy, or 
more accurately, what was left of a one-ocean 
Navy after the disaster of Pearl Harbor. During 
the war more than 5300 combat vessels and some 
8500 other ships serving military needs passed 
through the canal. 

Until our two-ocean Navy came into being late 
in World War II the canal was a lifesaver. But 
even the existence of so massive a force did not 
eliminate the military desirability of a short 
route between Atlantic and Pacific. And in the 
Korean war some 1000 cargo vessels with sup- 
plies for the battlefield employed the shortcut. 

Now comes a warning from Capt. R. S. Fahle 
of Naval Intelligence that the canal is unable 
to handle the Navy’s large new aircraft carriers. 
They are too wide for existing locks. So the hig 
carriers must make an 8000-mile detour around 
Cape Horn, a preventable time loss of up to 13 
days. In war this could be most serious. 

Capt. Fahle suggests that the canal be widened 
and deepened. Has not the time come,” he asks, 
“when the Navy must take the initiative and 
press vigorously for action which will make the 
canal able once more to serve all the fleet?” 
Teddy Roosevelt would have had a ready answer 
for that. 
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Between Two Voting Machines 

St. Louis county authorities are finally in a 
position to make a decision on voting machines 
in time for the November elections. Within the 
past 10 days the Election Board and County 
Supervisor Matthews have overcome their juris- 
dictional difficulties over choice of the machines, 
and the bids are in. 

As it turned out, the Automatic Voting Ma- 
chine Corp.'s bids offer somewhat lower prices 
than those of the Shoup Voting Machine Corp. 
on three sizes and types of machines. There are 
mechanical differences, however, and the Elec- 
tion Board tended to favor the Shoup machine. 
The final judgment must weigh both cost and 
performance. 

There is no reason for long delay. The 
November voting will run more smoothly and 
accurately if the machines are on hand then,

They Can Get It for You Wholesale 

Fair-trade“ or “price-fixing” laws, intended to 
prevent price competition, actually have had 
exactly the opposite effect—and with a venge- 
ance, according to Time magazine. Discount 
houses, selling hundreds of articles at 20 to 
40 per cent off the list price, have sprung up 
virtually simultaneously with the fair-trade 
laws, Time reports. 

“The fair-trade prices were so high that they 
left a fat margin for the discounter to cut,” says 
the magazine. The result: Some 6000 discount 
stores will do about five billion dollars’ worth of 
business this year. 

Time says “too many business men, instead of 
shaving profit margins to give customers the 
benefits of the enormous postwar volume of 
sales, have kept their prices high. Discount 
houses at least have awakened retailers to the 
hard fact that, in one way or another, prices 
must be cut.” 

But many retailers are not awakened to the 
boomeranging character of fair-trade price-fix- 
ing. Members of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, who are losing business hand- 
over-fist to the supermarkets, are still pursuing 
high profits rather than numerous customers. 

The customers, meanwhile, are pursuing the 
most favorable prices, and the extent to which 
they are doing so indicates that they are both 
more price-conscious and more resourceful than 
advocates of fair-trade laws like to think them.

As the Harvests Approach 


The Mirror 


More large crops are ih prospect this year despite acreage 
a curbs, bank's newsletter reports; high price supports encourage 
this and cause new storage problem; farmers’ income is down 
slightly and costs up; main factor is general business trend. 


From the Monthly Letter of the National City Bank of New York 


Another large crop harvest is in pros- 
pect this year given favorable weather, 
despite curbs on acreage of several 
major crops. 

Plantings of 59 principal crops are 
estimated by the Department of Agri- 
culture at 365,500,000 acres, only 
2,700,000 under 1953. With no restric- 
tions on their use, some 20,000,000 acres 
diverted from cotton, wheat and corn 
are being planted to other crops, mainly 
soybeans, flaxseed, oats, barley, grain 
sorghums and rice. 


Also tending to keep planting high is 
the fact that producers may under the 
Government program secure price sup- 
port on a specified crop, even though 
they do not comply with restrictions for 
other controlled crops grown on the 
same farm. 


Many farmers who feed most of their 
corn production have little interest in 
price support on that crop and are ex- 
pected to plant about as much as last 
year. In addition, continued price sup- 
port at 90 per cent of parity on the 
basic crops will encourage farmers to 
use more fertilizer and other intensive 
crop practices. 


Despite the generally favorable crop 
outlook, drouth and dust storms have 
hurt prospects in some areas. Condi- 
tions are particularly serious in the 
Southwest and Central Great Plains, 
and were mainly responsible for the 
Department of Agriculture reducing its 
estimate of the winter wheat crop, as 
of April 1, about 10 per cent below 
last December's forecast. Since then 
rains have provided some relief. 


According to the Soil Conservation 
Service, most of the 3,500,000 acres put 
under the plow since 1942 in five South- 
western states, where the drouth is 
acute, should never have been put in 
crops anyway. This uneconomic cultiva- 
tion is another one of the bad results 
of high price support policies and other 
farm subsidies. 

Due to large carryovers of old crops, 
particularly corn, wheat and cotton, 
coupled with prospective heavy pro- 
duction this year, agriculture may be 
faced with its most serious storage 
problem in history. 


Even last year storage facilities were 
stretched to the limit, and in some 
areas price support temporarily was 
permitted on grain piled on the ground 
or in structures normally considered 
unfit for storage. Another emergency 
measure was the use of 125 merchant 
Ships of the reserve fleet to store wheat. 

In order to encourage the construc- 
tion of new and the expansion of exist- 
ing storage facilities, the Congress last 
year authorized accelerated amortization 


of the cost of new warehouses built 
by co-operatives and commercial ware- 
housemen. In addition, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has extended 
through June 30, 1955, its program of 
lending the money to build more on- 
farm storage facilities. 

Much of this additional capacity, how- 
ever, is not expected to be available in 
time to be used this year. As a result, 
the Department of Agriculture has pur- 
chased additional storage capacity and 
has arranged for the use of more ships. 


Average prices received by farmers 
in mid-April, as computed by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, were only 
slightly below a year previous and some 
3 per cent above mid-June 1950, just 
before Korea. Farm costs, however, 
were slightly above a year earlier, 
thereby reducing the over-all “parity” 
ration of prices received by farmers to 
prices paid from 92 to 91 per cent. 


While corn and wheat generally have 
been selling well below support levels, 
non-supported hogs, which two years 
ago were selling around 76 per cent of 
parity, sold in mid-April at 128 per 
cent. The high price reflects the cut 
in hog numbers resulting from low 
prices in 1952, demonstrating that the 
law of supply and demand is Still ef- 
fective when permitted to operate. 


Had a hop price support program 
been instituted, the CCC today might 
be loaded with surplus pork and lard 
among its other inventories. In all like- 
lihood, hog producers today would be 
receiving sharply lower prices. 

Cattle prices, despite a further up- 
turn in numbers to a new high, have 
shown encouraging strength. Reflect- 
ing reasonble retail prices, consumer 
demand for beef has continued strong 
and kept stocks low. 

While the Government last fall and 
winter purchased 865,000 head of cattle 
to lessen the strain on markets, it now 
appears that the cattle industry, barring 
a severe drouth, is on its way to solv- 
ing its problem without reliance upon 
direct supports on live cattle. 

Over-all cash receipts from farm 
marketings during the first quarter of 


1954 were 3 per cent below last year. 


With farm costs likely to stay high, 
farmers’ net income this year is ex- 
pected to run about 5 per cent under 
the 1953 figure. 

Although marketings may approach 
last year’s level, average prices re- 
ceived by farmers may be lower because 
of depressing surpluses. Lower sup- 
ports for some items, particularly dairy 
products, also may cut net income. The 
most important factor bearing on farm 
income will, of course, be the trend of 
general business during the year.

Just as 
important, Republican candidates have 
the special and automatically committed 
favor of a press so overwhelmingly Re- 
publican that no attempt is made to 
pretend otherwise. 

As a result of ‘all this, increasin 
thousands of the state's new voters di 


not know for whom they were voting 
in the primary elections. They simply 
put their X“ after the name they had 
heard and read about the most. 

The new law puts an end to this by 
requiring party labeling. Our major in- 
terest lies in the fact that it will work 
to the advantage of the voters. 

It gives them their first chance in 
many years to know what they are vot- 
ing for. They will no longer be flying 
blind, for there can be no more pre- 
tense that “the man” is more important 
than the party to which he belongs and 
to whose principles and programs he 
is committed. 


If he isn’t committed to his party's 
rogram and principles, he wouldn’t be 
is party’s candidate. Since he must 
now identify himself with his party, he 
may no longer pretend he is a free float- 
ing balloon. 
From now on, that is how it's going 
to be in California. 


Between Book Ends 


Graphic Sexsationalism 


SAUCE FOR THE GANDER, by Frank Mallen. 

(Baldwin Books, 243 pgs., $3.50.) 

Readers who may remember the old 
New Tork Graphic must sometimes 
shake their heads at the tameness of 
newspapers nowadays. No sexsational- 
ism, no photographed haunts of deprav- 
ity—nothing but news. What a letdown. 

Or what an advance, depending on 
the way you look at it. This volume of 
reminiscences by Frank Mallen of the 
years he spent on Bernarr McFadden’s 
Graphic are both entertaining and hor- 
rifying. No young reporter can read 
it without marveling at what the old- 
timers were able to get away with as 


recently as 20 years ago. 


McFadden’s aim was to break into 
the New York field with a paper that 
: was different in 
every way. The 
Graphic certainly 
was different. It 
burst upon the city 
on September 19, 
1924, and it stayed 
around hoking up 
the news till July 
8, 1932. During 
that time, accord- 
ing to Mr. Mallen, 
it made several 
dubious contribu- 
tions to American 
journalistic prae- 
Bernarr McFadden tice. Best known of 
these was the composite picture, in 
which the paper obligingly photo- 
graphed what life itself had ungracious- 
ly withheld from its picture department. 
Readers of a younger generation will 
see some wonderful examples of Gra- 
phic composites in this book. Some 
of them will make you squirm, as, for 
example, the shot of the dead Caruso 
and Rudolph Valentino, draped in white 
sheets, watching a parade of half- 
dressed pilgrims on their way to an 
unappetizing heaven. 

But then Valentino, the moment he 
breathed his last, became virtually the 
property of the Graphic. Mr. Mallen 
pulls out every stop in describing the 
circus which this newspaper, apparent- 
ly with the co-operation of the under- 
taker, staged at the dead man’s lying 
in state. At one point the photogra- 
phers began to brawl over their shots 
and the Great Lover’s corpse almost 
rolled over Mallen. 

Under the direction of its editor, 
Emile Gavreau, the Graphic whooped 
it up to an extent that drives home 
how substantially newspaper ethics 
have improved in the last 20 years. Its 
steady diet was sex, sin and sensation, 
and it died because it continued feed- 
ing this pap to its readers after their 
tastes had changed. 

Had Mr. Mallen chosen to dramatize 
his story instead of merely recording 
it, his book might have been one of 
the best journalistic memoirs since 
Mencken's “Newspaper Days.” But it's 
a shocker even as is, despite its rudi- 


mentary organization and choppy chap-. 


ters. Some of the best-known personall- 
ties in the newspaper game are shown 
at the start of their careers — Walter 
Winchell, Ed Sullivan, Louis Sobol 
among others. Mr. Mallen doesn* at- 
tempt to play the critic or moralize. He 
is content to tell the story, and it’s quite 
a story.

$400 Increase Approved 
—Committee Votes 
Also to Boost Maxi- 
mum Scale by $200. 


A proposal to increase start- 
ing salaries of St. Louis public 
schools teachers by $400 and to 
increase their maximum pay by 
$200 was approved yesterday by 
the Board of Education's in- 
struction committee. 

If passed by the full board at 
its June 8 meeting, the increases 
will go in effect July 1. Their 
total cost for the first year was 
estimated at $235,000 by oe. 
intendent of Instruction Philip 
J. Hickey, who proposed the new 
pay program. 

He told committee members 
the increases will place St. Louis 
in position to compete with 
other cities of its size for teach- 
er talent. 

Pull Six-Hour Day. 

The committee also approved 
“in principle” a proposal to es- 
tablish a full six-hour school 
day, to comply with require- 
ments of the North Central As- 
sociation of Secondary Schools 
and Colleges. 

This would mean a half-hour 
earlier start for some high 
schools and, generally, a 25- 
minute increase in the after- 
noon period of elementary 
schools. The hours would be 
from 8:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. for high 
schools and, for elementary 
schools, from 8:45 a.m. to noon 
and from 1 to 3:45 p.m. 

Under the new pay schedule, 
the beginning salary for an in- 
experienced teacher with a 


bachelor’s degree would be in- C 


creased from $2800 to $3200, 
and the starting salary for an 
inexperienced teacher with a 
master’s degree would increase 
from $3000 to $3400.

Under present law, all are 
eligible for 15 per cent depletion 
allowances, except asbestos 
which gets 10 per cent and 
kyanite which gets nothing. The 
committee voted last week to in- 
crease the allowance for urani- 
um from 15 to 23 per cent.

—generally 15 per cent — on 
their foreign operations.

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 29 
(AP)-~—By a 4 to 3 vote, the court 
of appeals yesterday made final 
its history-making decision that 
Kentucky used-car dealers are 
responsible to the public for the 
condition of vehicles they sell.

Time to Clean Out Septic Tanks. 


HE spring of the year is usu- 
T. associated with romance 

but we know a man who 
when he thinks of spring thinks 
about septic tanks and with good 
reason. As everyone knows, a 
septic tank needs cleaning out 
from time to time and the best 
time of year to do this job is in 
the spring or early summer. This 
gives the tank plenty of time to 
get organized again before the 
weather becomes cold. 


A septic tank needs cleaning 
out because it filis up with 
something called sludge and if 
this sludge becomes too deep the 
action of the tank will fail. As a 
general rule, the tank should be 
cleaned when the tank is about 
one-third filled with sludge. 


With a well designed septic 
tank system you can figure on 
having it cleaned about every 
three years. If the tank is un- 
dersize it will have to be dene 
at more frequent intervals. 


Cleaning out a septic tank is 
done by means of a tank truck 
and a pump. Cleaning out a 
septic tank is a mechanical proc- 
ess. As far as we know there is 
no chemical, tablet or pill that 
can turn this sludge into a liquid 
without disturbing the action of 
the tank. And that goes for 
yeast, too. 


Now if you don’t have the tank 
cleaned out when it is required, 
eventually all that sludge will 
get into the drain tile field and 
clog up the tile. This will put 
the tank out of wack and you'll 
have to have the entire drainage 
field cleaned out—an expensive 
and involved business.
